What Council thinks of bonds

The first four articles in this series on the new 
$8.4 million bond issue dealt with the risks and the 
opportunities, problems and advantages of this new 
influx of money and 30 years of indebtedness for 
Sierra Madre. 

Many people have asked how the members of 
the City Council view this, why they approved it 
and what they hope to gain from it. 

Here, in their own words, are their responses to 
a number of questions regarding these issues. 

Why did you feel this bond issue was necessary? 

Mayor Clem Bartolai answered, “The main 
reason is that we’ve been trying desperately to deal 
with necessary repairs and maintenance in the city 
streets, water, buildings, etc. We felt we had to have 
enough money to get beyond the point where deter¬ 
ioration was getting the best of us.’’

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Fire department answered 
less calls; cut 1988 loss in half 



“It is an opportunity to make meaningful im¬ 
provements, although it is only sufficient to attack 
the worst problems.” 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler also agreed, stating, 
“We are in dire need of new revenue and this is a 
good way to get it with minimum risk for the 
city.” 

Councilman George Maurer stated, “We don’t 
have sufficient funds now to catch up on the neglect 
of the past 30 years. 

Councilman Roy Buchan added, “One of the 
main reasons is that all the agencies (Flood

Survey shows small 
business with most 
of them renters 

Thirty percent of the 100 questionaires that 
were sent to local businesses and returned to the 
Sierra Madre Chamber of Commerce and Main 
Street Program indicated some cogent replies, among 
them the fact that most of the businesses employ 
five or less and that the best days to be open in 
Sierra Madre are Wednesday, Thursday and Fri¬ 
day. 

Fifty-seven percent of those surveyed live in 
Sierra Madre and almost 61 percent rent their 
property. And equal number — 28.57 percent — 
have been in business from one to five years, and 15 
years or over. Of those 29 responses, 57.14 percent 
are service oriented. 

The same percentage of businesses — 14.29 
percent — gross $50,000 or less, and from $100,000 
to $250,000, and from $250,000 to $500,000. Those 
business say that their best days are Monday and 
Saturday. 

When is the busiest time of day? Late morn¬ 
ing. How long do clients stay in shops? About 32 
percent said 31 to 60 minutes. Most of those clients 
appear monthly or less than monthly. 

With parking a major issue, half of those sur¬ 
veyed believe that the two-hour limit for on-street 
parking should be strictly enforced. The same num¬ 
ber believe in reducing on-street parking limits on 
Sierra Madre Blvd. And 64.29 percent would like 
to see an aggressive program to require employees 
to park in public lots. 

Rentara v8. ownars 

Fifty-seven percent say they do not own or rent 
property for customer parking. Of those nearly 37 
percent who do have customer parking, they report 
99 spaces available. 

Employees park on the street (17.86 percent), 
on the Moniecilo lot (14,29 percent) or "other,” 
53.57 percent.

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Although the Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment answered 14 percent less calls this year over 
last year, the city’s total fire loss was cut in less 
than half. 

During 1987, fire loss was $124,090 and in 1988 
was $54,655. They responded to 767 calls during 
1988, a decrea.se of 124 calls during 1987. 

Average time for dispatch to in route fires is 
1.37 minutes. Average time of dispatch to and at 
the scene is 4.54 minutes. Dispatch time to the com¬ 
pletion of the fire suppression/service calls (which 
includes average total time the department spends) 
is 49.7 minutes. 

Rescue calls average 93 percent of one minute 
with dispatch to scene 2.45 minutes and completion 
which includes transportation 25.9 minutes. 

Fire Chief Ed Tracy explains, “Based upon a 
census population of 12,500 residents, the per capita 
fire loss for calendar year 1988 was $4.37. Singl 
family dwelling fires, totaling $21,505 for calendar 
year 1988, accounted for 39.4 percent of the total 
fire loss for the calendar year.” 

Apartment house fires totaled $15,500 in 1988, 
28.4 percent of the total loss for that year. Electrical 
fires at 20 percent were the leading causes of fires 
during 1 §88.’ Negligence accOUTited for 18.5'percent 
of the 1988 fires, followed by “food on the stove” 
with 15.4 percent. 

“For the fourth consecutive year, there were 
no injuries or fatalities during fireground opera¬ 


tions,” Tracy says. 

The department responded to 500 rescue calls 
during 1988 or which 295 patients (59 percent) were 
transported to local medical facilities such as 
Methodist Hospital in Arcadia and St. Luke Hos¬ 
pital. Patients left in their own care included 205 
patients who were not transported to a hospital. 

The average time duration of the 267 fire sup¬ 
pression/service calls during 1987 was 49.7 minutes 
and the average time duration of the 500 rescue 
calls was 25.9 minutes. 

Fire Marshal Bill Kramer made 12 court appear¬ 
ances in 1988. He notes that 3109 hiking permits 
were issued in 1988, an increase of 2328 the pre¬ 
vious year or an increase of 33.5 percent. 

Kramer also posted 74 lots for weed abate¬ 
ment last year. 

There were 156 building plan check reviews and 
59 fire sprinkler system reviews by Fire Marshal 
Kramer in 1988. This represents an increase of 65 
percent in the building plan check reviews and an in¬ 
crease of 210 percent in fire sprinkler system re¬ 
views from 1987. Kramer wrote 269 violations and 
final notices during the year 1988. 

Getting down to the nitty-gritty, alarms were 
pulled during the'year 1988 in the following classi¬ 
fications: 25 buildings, 5 brush or grass fires, 21 
vehicle fires, 6 rubbish fires, 4 tree or pole fires and 7 
natural gas leaks. In rescue, there were 494 rescue/

Madre School has lesson for all

As of Tuesday, interviews with teachers at 
Sierra Madre School indicate the question of trouble 
that the school has gotten out of hand. 

They are referring to a recent plan by Sierra 
Madre Parents for a Better Education to secede 
from the Pasadena School System. 

Millicent Tanoue, the 3rd grade teacher, put it at 
best. “It’s demoralizing to be told we’re not look¬ 
ing out for children.” 

Reports of trouble at the school and possible 
redistricting have sent a ripple through school ad¬ 
ministrators, teachers, even reaching the students. 

“We’re (teachers) doing our best,” second 
grade teacher Patrice Kincey said. “It (the negative 
publicity) hurts. We’re here every day and we care 
alot.” 

Discovery room teacher Reva Delman stopped 
to talk briefly between classes. “We need time to 
heal,” she said, “to put things (hurt feelings) 
aside and do our job. Learning how people function 
is what school is for. We don’t live in isolation. 
Our school is here for Sierra Madre children and 
the children across town. For all the children 
and the safety of all the children.” 

Gloria Griffiths, first grade teacher and mo¬ 
ther of two, is getting over her initial unease 
with the questions regarding safety and secession 
by a group called Sierra Madre Parents for a 


Better Education. 

“Sierra Madre Parents For An Alternative 
Education, maybe, but better? Have they looked at 
all the schools? Teachers are teachers. We all went 
to college.” 

Griffiths continued, “Alot of it is fear of the 
unknown. Where does the child go ne.xt (by busing)? 
Well, as a parent you say, ‘Ok, 1 don’t know 
what’s out there’ — so you find out. You go look. 
There’s things going on in every school everywhere. 
There’s problem children everywhere.” 

School Principal William Rosecrans knows 
his position on the issue: “I’m here to run the 
school and that’s what I’m going to do.” Delman 
Griffith, Kincey and Tanoue all share his no- 
nonsense sentiment and “wish all the publicity 
would go away” to allow them to do their jobs 
without added excitement. 

One teacher was embarrassed by a cashier 
at a nearby supermarket who saw her Sierra Madre 
School T-shirt and said, “Oh, that’s the school 
with all the violence.” The teacher spent 15 minutes 
on a Saturday in line at the grocery store de¬ 
fending the school. 

“Although morale is low,” Tanoue added, 
“it’s only temporary. We know we’re doing positive 
and good things. As far as secession is con¬ 
cerned, we think it’s nonsense. A lot of supportive 
parents are behind us.” 


Residents face increases 


This is the final segment of the series on 
city fees and charges. Ed. 

A Management Services Institute Cost Control 
System report and its recommendations for increa¬ 
sing of various fees and charges for services to 
recover up to $1.4 million currently being subsidized 
by property taxes will be the subject of upcoming 
public hearings by the Sierra Madre city council, 
planned to begin in late March. 

All residents would be subject to some of the 
proposed increases; only certain segments — the 
users — would be subject to increases in others. 

In Part 11 we reviewed some of the increases 
recommended under the categories entitled commu¬ 
nity development, public safety and leisure/rec- 
reation. The following include the other three 
categories. 

Under maintenance sersices, the highest sub¬ 
sidies listed include street maintenance and recon¬ 
struction, over $29K,(X)0, and the recommendation 
that utilities; gas, electric, water, sewer, refuse, 
street lighting, telephone and G.AFN — be pro 
rated 504k ol the applKable costs Ihis, uiidoubi 
cdly, would result in higher rates, and thus, even 
lually, he borne bs all resident customers 


Others include over $89,(X)0 in costs over re¬ 
venues for operation of street lights. Several recom¬ 
mendations were made, ranging from individual 
parcel assessments to a city-wide assessment dis¬ 
trict. 

Maintenance of street land.scaping and lighting 
and street trees listed subsidies of close to 
$247,000 and one recommendation was to establish 
a combined tree, landscape and lighting district, 
which would entail an annual assessment of $88.35 
per property parcel. 

The entire cost of street sweeping, $46,300, 
is born by property taxes and the report suggests 
a separate billing, as for refuse collection. This 
would average $11.54 i^er property parcel annually. 

The total property tax subsidy for the services 
in this category is listed as $735,070, with $427,200 
suggested as recoverable through "reasonable fee” 
mcrea.ses. 

The largest subsidy listed under utility and 
enterprise services is i>set $482.00 for water service,

‘Employ Older 
Woilcer Week’ 

Governor George Deukmejian has 
declared Mar. 12-18 “Employ the Older 
Worker Week’’ to underscore the grow¬ 
ing contribution older workers make to 
the state’s economy. 

“Employees are rapidly realizing 
that older workers are an experienced 
and dependable work force just wait¬ 
ing to be tapped,” said Phil Chase, 
chairman of the State Job Training 
Coordinating Council. “It’s important 
that we recognize the contribution ol¬ 
der workers make to our economy — 
and that we continue to eliminate the 
employment barriers that keep them from 
playing an even greater role.” 

During the week, state officials 
will focus public attention on no-cost 
job training and placement services of¬ 
fered to senior citizens through Cali¬ 
fornia’s Private Industry Councils (PICs). 

There are 52 Private Industry 
Councils comprised of government and 
business representatives which admin¬ 
ister federally funded job training 
and placement programs in the state. 

“One of the biggest challenges fac¬ 
ing government and private industry to¬ 
day is the need to upgrade the skills of 
our older workers,” explains Chase. 

“Here in California, we’re making 
good progress through our Private 
Industry Councils which provide senios 
with job training and also put them in 
touch with employers who need exper¬ 
ienced dependable workers.” 

Senior citizens can obtain informa¬ 
tion about job training and placement 
programs in their area by calling 1-800- 
FOR-A-JOB. This toll-free number 
provides individuals with phone num¬ 
bers of the Private Industry Councils 
nearest them. 

Mature workers now comprise a 
significant percentage of the state’s cur¬ 
rent labor force. The number is expected 
to increase substantially in the future 
as the work force grows even older. 

About 11 percent of the American 
population is over the age of 65.

Control, schools, etc.) who do not share in the 
CRA tax increments exert pressure to withhold these 
from the CRAs of various cities. The bond issue 
creates a debt service for CRA and guarantees per¬ 
petuation for the life of the bond issue.” 

Why didn’t you sutmit it to a vote of the cHizena? 

Council Buchan answered, “These bids did not 
require a vote. We didn’t feel it was necessary. 
Everybody wants better streets, city hall paid off, 
the water system complete. We had a number of 
public hearings and it was advertized in the news¬ 
paper.

Councilman Maurer added. “Elections are 
costly and in the past have resulted in lengthy de¬ 
lays.

U.R.M. notices 
go out mid-March 


A recent state law 
which mandates bringing 
commercial buildings up 
to earthquake safety 
codes will drastically 
affect the downtown area 
of Sierra Madre, 
according to a survey 
currently being con¬ 
ducted by the city build¬ 
ing inspector. 

As reported by The 
News in the .Mar. 2 edi¬ 
tion, Building Inspeaor 
Steve Pock has iden¬ 
tified 30 unreinforced 
masonry (U.R..M.) build¬ 
ings in downtwon Sierra 
.Madre which will require 
“corrective surgery’’ 
and nine more which 
need further investiga¬ 
tion. 

City Administrator 
Jim .McRea said that 
notices to affected build¬ 
ing owners would go out 
in mid-March. 

To date 74 buildings 
have been inspeaed, with 
the east side of Bald¬ 
win, churches and 
institutions remaining 
to be included in the 
survey. 

“Corrective surgery” 
could entail considerable 
expense and renova¬ 
tion and, in some cases, 
even demolishing the 
buildings. 

Mayor Clem Bartolai 
stated that the overall 
effect of the state man¬ 
date has a number of posi¬ 
tive aspects. While the 
expense to owners may 
prove to be a real bur- 
en, the opportunity to 
upgrade business 
properties and tie in 
with Main Street design 
plans should provide 
added incentive to com¬ 
pliance. 

.Additional tax incre¬ 
ments from increased 
building values should 


also be helpful to the city, 
he said. 

First and foremost, 
however, will be the 
safety provided for busi¬ 
ness owners and all resi¬ 
dents who may use the 
buildings for shopping 
and various services, 
he noted. In a severe 
quake even a passerby 
could be in jeopardy. 

He pointed to the 
damage created by the 
October, ’87, quake, 
which was only of mod¬ 
erate strength. 

Main Street Project 
Manager Ron Hutson 
has been asked by the 
city council to coor¬ 
dinate action on a city 
“plan for protection” 
which must be submitted 
to the state by January 
of next year. Approval 
of the .Main Street Steer¬ 
ing Committee will be 
required. 

The Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce 
has offered to make 
contact with affected 
building owners. 

Hutson agreed with 
Bartolai that public 
safety is the first aspect 
that will be addressed. 

“Beyond that,” he said, 
“if we find that a 
significant number of 
commercial properties 
will be required to make 
substantial investments 
we will look at what 
might be the most econ¬ 
omically viable answer 
for them — whether to 
make the necessary im¬ 
provements or raise 
the building.” 

“Main Street will be 
looking at state and 
federal sources of 
grants or low interest 
loans to assist these 
property owners, as well

Raymond new board member, 
SNF and CAG work together

Unusual as it may seem, the Foothill Creative 
Arts Group and the Sierra Madre Skilled Nur¬ 
sing Facility have begun a relationship. This un¬ 
customary alliance has already proved most val¬ 
uable. 

Jacki Raymond, the executive director of 
Creative Arts, was recently welcomed by the SNF 
board of directors as a new member of that board. 
She brings to the board both a background in 
business, as well as her art expertise. 

Wonderful things have begun to happen at 
SNF. CAG instructor Ellen Grijalva has begun a 
weekly program of art classes at the facility for 
residents there that will include water colors, oil 
pastels, drawing, weaving and construction with 
paper shapes. Grijalva feels strongly about the 
benefits of guiding the group to a creative ex¬ 
perience through this instruction, rathen than to 
just be passing time by doing a project. 

Elaine Rudolph, chairman of the SNF board 
of directors, has appointed Raymond to a special 
art committee of the board. Others on the com¬ 
mittee are John Hahn, Phyllis Chapman and Frank 
Goss. Hahn and Chapman had begun an activity 
of providing various pieces of art on loan to hang 
on the walls of SNF for the enjoyment of the 
patients. 

This art committee, with Raymond now at the 
helm, will continue and augment that project. 
She hopes to include some of the outstanding art 
work of both the adults and children who are 
students at CAG. Then, too, CAG has a summer 
mural class for children and SNF would be an ideal 
place to display a mural painted in that class. 

Raymond is a native Californian who can boast 
the auspicious beginning of being born in the Vista 
del Arroyo Hotel in Pasadena, now beautifully 
restored as the 9th Circuit Court of Appeals. She 
came into the world there when the historic build¬ 
ing had been converted into a hospital with the 
former bridal suite doing duty as a maternity 
ward. 

She first grew up in Altadena, but has been 
an Arcadia resident since the 6th grade. Her hus¬ 
band, Dave, is an electrical engineer and they have 


two grown daughters. 

Raymond has a Bachelor of Arts from Cal 
State L.A. and came to CAG in 1979, working 
at first just part-time and planning to stay only 
six months. However, she became so attached to 
the group, loved both the people involved and what 
CAG stands for, that she stayed and it has be¬ 
come much more than a full-time position. 

CAG, a nonprofit organization, was founded 
in 1960 as an art center for both creativity and 
with the idea that art should be fun. Workshops 
in art, drama, dance, guitar and puppetry were 
held in the “Adobe” on Montecito until a fire 
destroyed the adobe. With much dedication on the 
part of many people, CAG was able to move in 
1974 to their present location at 108 N. Baldwin, 
a building that they now own. The exciting prospect 
for the near future is construction of an addition 
to the rear of this building that will double the 
size of CAG and provide much needed additional 
space. 

Recently, a support group for CAG was or¬ 
ganized, which is known as the Creative Arts 
Group Alliance. Thanks to their fund-raising ac¬ 
tivities, money has been made available to provide 
free classes for elementary school children, as well 
as for seniors. This money also pays for the classes 
currently taking place at SNF.

There is also a gallery in their building, which 
is open to the public for purchase of items that 
are mainly the work of local artists. This is an 
excellent place to find that special or unusual gift. 

One of the reasons Raymond has enjoyed her 
association with CAG is because of the many 
volunteers. This carries over to her involvement 
with our Sierra Madre Skilled Nursing Facility, 
as she is aware of the value of the support the 
facility also receives from its auxiliary and many 
volunteers.

Funny business at Writers’iForum

Seated in President Reagan’s press box at an 
important event, Bob Hope joked: “There were 
two chairs, one marked No. 1 American, the other 
marked Washed-up Actor . . . boy, did we fight 
over those.” 

Gene Ferret, the funny man responsible for 
Hope’s quick wit for the past decade or so, will 
give a workshop along with other luminaries, 
at the Pasadena Writer’s Forum on Saturday, 
Mar. 18. 

Now a resident of San Marino, Ferret began 
his career in Philadelphia in 1956 giving talks at 
banquets. Soon he was approached by Slappy 
White and Phyllis Diller. 

“Since I was getting paid nothing, it seemed 
more beneficial to work for them,” Ferret remarked. 
Beneficial turned golden as Ferret found himself 
writing gags for Bob Hope’s Academy Award host 
night. 

Next came sitcoms. From writing for “The Bill 
Cosby Show” to “The Carol Burnet Show” to 
“Three’s Company” and producing “Welcome Back 
Kotter,” Ferret’s brand of humor has definitely 
stood the test of time. 

And, yes, he once did a stint writing for the 
Sierra Madre News, too, as columnist for about 
five years. 

At Pasadena City College Writer’s Forum, 
veteran comedy writer Gene Ferret will give tips on 
the ins and outs of funny business. His book, 
entitled “How to Write & Sell Your Sense of Humor” 
published by Writer’s Digest Books, is a primary 
source for beginning comedians. Using this text 
and a wealth of experience Ferret will teach writers 
“how to start from scratch.” 

“Often young writers ask me ‘how do I get 
started?’ Ferret explained, “There’s a mystery 
about comedy writing — it’s not listed in the yellow 
pages.” 

Describing the long path to becoming a full¬ 
blown comedy writer. Ferret is methodical. “I 
figure if you can learn to write a joke you can 
move on to sitcoms.” Using the “plus & minus” 
approach, young comedy writers are guided from 


one-liners and humorous situations to creating 
bits for characters and entire teleplays. 

“Take any situation,” Ferret offers, “say a bus 
ride. Now go through a plus & minus situation. 
Imaging the worst thing that could happen to you — 
that’s the minus. Think how you could turn it into 
a good thing — that’s a plus. 

Is comedy writing masochistic? Not so, accord¬ 
ing to Ferret. “In most cases you have a person 
with a premise. Along the path good and bad 
things happen . . . Plot needs problem,” he says. 
Even comedians like Jay Leno and Robin Williams 
fit into Ferret’s scheme. “Leno is almost all one- 
liners ... if you pick Robin Williams apart 
you’ll find Jonathan Winters.” 

PCC Writer’s Forum is the place to be this Mar. 
18, where for $50 total or $14 per workshop 
you can hear Emmy winner Gene Ferret, cele¬ 
brated Columnist Jack Smith, Mystery writer Caro¬ 
lyn Coker and many more give an inside view of 
their craft. 

In its 35th year, the Writer’s Forum is arguably 
the finest conference for Southern Californians. 
Sue Gross, conference coordinator, sums up the 
event as “inspirational.” 

“We get a good mix, about half published 
and half not, which makes for intelligent questions, 
not what size margins to use.” 

Drawing from a wide segment of the community, 
PCC’s forum provides a casual atmosphere where 
contacts are made and writer’s groups are formed. 
Vroman’s, a Pasadena bookstore, also offers books 
for sale at the conference including books by the 
featured authors and how-to books. Book-signing 
by the authors goes on too. 

The conference is a “smorgasbord,” accord¬ 
ing to Coordinator Gross. “It gets you interested 
to find out what books are available and take it 
from there.”

So there’s no excuse for not taking the pens 
and paper out of the closet and learning a new angle 
for your “Great American Novel” next Saturday.

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Forgy outlines 
district secession 

Mark Forgy, regionalized business services 
coordinator of L.A. County of Education, explained 
the process that Sierra Madreans for a Better Edu- 
work on their quest to seceed from Fasadena schools. 

Forgy said the group would need signatures 
of at least 25 percent of the registered voters in 
the territory planning to transfer or annex. 

“Then our office would have to verify those 
signatures to ensure that they meet the 25 percent 
requirement. We are required to hold at least one 
public hearing in the area affected to provide 
the county with testimony, pro or con, from the 
Arcadia and Fasadena School Districts.” 

At that point, Forgy explained, his group will 
write a report. 

The county committee has 90 days after the 
public hearing to make a recommendation to the state 
board to approve or not to approve unification 
or annexation or lapsation (cease to exist), or trans¬ 
fer of territory, the governing boards and trustee 
areas. 

At this point, Forgy said, the information 
goes to the state board and the state board has a 
public hearing. If they approve, they also deter¬ 
mine in which a public election will be held. 

What areas would that be? Forgy said the area 
could be just the city of Sierra Madre or the 
entire Fasadena School district or certain attendance 
areas. 

“It is usually the area that’s impacted by the 
transfer of territory. If the electorate approves, it 
goes to vote. This must be done prior to Dec. 
31 of the calendar year so that transfer is July 1, 
1990. This will probably not take effect until 
July, 1991.” 

When asked if there is any chance that there will 
be a positive determination, Forgy said he couldn’t 
say since he doesn’t vote. “It’s up to the county 
committee recommendation but it can be overturned. 
It is not impossible legislatively. It is going to be 
very difficult. 1 cannot speak for the county com¬ 
mittee or recommend.” 

Forgy explained the makeup of these committees. 
Each county has a county committee that is elected 
by voting representation. They are on the committee 
for four years.

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What Council thinks of bonds

aggressive plan of having participation by the city/ 
CRA in providing adequate parking to make de¬ 
velopment in downtown Sierra Madre happen. Over 
60 percent of those surveyed would like to see the 
city/CRA “use all possible legal means’’ to acquire 
all or parts of “backdoor” property acquired. 
Those areas are behind Kersting Court, Auburn 
on the west, Montecito Court on the south and east. 
‘Excellent fire aervice’ 

When asked to rate several city services per¬ 
formed by the city, 28.57 percent say street sweeping 
is good while 50 percent say the fire service is 
excellent. Only 3.71 percent believe that street sweep¬ 
ing is excellei^ 

On parking control, they believe 25 percent are 
good, none are very good and 14.29 percent ex¬ 
cellent. The planning/building department came off 
at 7.14, excellent; 3.71, very good; 28.57, good; 
21.14 percent, poor; and 17.86 percent, unsatis¬ 
factory. 

Street maintenance came in at nearly the same 
figures while the water department enjoyed a 25 
percent at excellent and good, and 17.86 percent at 
very good. 

Police services enjoy a hefty 46.43 percent at 
excellent; 14,29 percent at very good; 10.71 for 
both good and poor. 

Rubbish services are 17.86 percent at both 
excellent and very good; 42,86 percent at good; 7.14 
percent at poor. 

Parks and recreation departments show 25 
percent at excellent; 17.86 percent at very good 
and 21.17 percent at good. 

Thirty-two percent of those interviewed believe 
that the city/CRA should implement plans to im¬ 
prove the downtown without initial involvement 
of property owners/businesses and that same per¬ 
centage of respondents believe the city should 
“take whatever responsible action is deemed appro¬ 
priate.”

Maurer. 

Councilman Crow and Buchan agreed, noting 
again that the bonds were not based on 
direct taxes. 

Do you think the city can afford $19 million 
($740,000 per year)? 

Mayor Bartolai answered, “If we had to come 
up with the sum right now, it would seem like a high 
figure, but to accomplish the same things down 
the road would cost us a good deal more.” 

The other members of the council all expressed 
confidence in the city’s ability to pay back the $19 
million. 

Councilman Buchan cited adjustments for 
cost of living and the fact that taxes go up a mini¬ 
mum of two percent a year as one reason for his 
confidence. 

Councilwoman Fowler pointed to her con¬ 
fidence in the advice of the bond counsel and 
investment banking firm that “it would not be out 
of the city’s means.” 

Councilman Maurer and Crow agreed, saying 
that otherwise they wouldn’t have voted for it. 

Do you think the CRA can increase net profits 
25 percent In three years In order to meet the 
payments on the $8.4 million bond figure, and, 
If so, how? 

Councilman Maurer answered, “I believe we 
can. The new seismic law will bring drastic 
improvements in the downtown area within the 
next several years and result in increased CRA 
revenues.” 

Councilman Buchan stated, “The new condos 
next to Howie’s, the new building planned for 
North Baldwin, plans for a big new dental clinic 
and a new medical building will bring in a lot more 
CRA revenue.” 

Mayor Bartolai added, “The total growth of 


the city has been 10 to 11 percent per year for several 
years.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Crow stated, “We haven’t done 
anything to make our revenue increase in the past. 
Now the council is planning to bring in a pro¬ 
fessional to target CRA development areas and tell 
us how to Invite people to come in and invest.” 

Councilwoman Fowler added, “It will take more 
work on the part of the council.” 

Do you think the Water Fund can also Increase 

net profits 25 percent In the three years, as 
requested, and. If so, how? 

Mayor Pro Tern Crow said, “There are four 
things we can do to increase water revenues: 
decrease the current leaks in our water system, 
recover water being lost, increase water rates 
and developer fees. Increasing revenues will take 
active council and city participation. I think we 
can do it.” 

Councilman Maurer and Buchan both cited 
the new study of fees for services charged by 
the city. Included are water rates and fees charged 
to developers, and both men felt these could be 
raised to help increase revenues. 

Mayor Bartolai said, “If we can’t achieve 
the increase without a rate adjustment, if that’s 
what we have to do, we’ll do it.” 

Councilwoman Fowler added, “We have to 
look at an increase in rates, not only because of 
the bond issue. We are involved in major renova¬ 
tion of our system and like other utilities have to 
increase rates to keep up.” 

How do you feel about the list of CRA, water 
and street projects submitted in the Bond 
Statement? 

Councilman Buchan answered, “I agree with 
the bond projects submitted, but if something of 
greater value came up, I would be willing to 


change some things around. We are not locked in.” 

Councilman Maurer stated, “I didn’t agree 
the amount of money spent on the public safety 

facility ($450,000), but the CRA was the only 
appropriate fund to finance it.” 

Otherwise all of the councilmembers agreed 
with Councilman Buchan. All felt possible changes 
might be necessary. 

What do you feel should be done with the 
money “freed” by the bond Issue? 

Councilman Maurer answered, “The bond 
money is not sufficient to do all that needs to 
be done. Money we now have will also be needed.” 

Councilman Buchan said, “1 would like to see 
some of the freed CRA money used for a professional 

in-depth study of what we can do in our downtown 
area.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Crow stated, “I think we 
should keep our current reserves invested. We need 
the income. This is our nest egg.” 

Mayor Bartolai said, “This is something 1 think 
we need to do a lot of thinking about. It will take a 
lot of study before we’re ready to make decisions.” 
How will Main Street benefit from thla? 

Mayor Pro Tern Crow answered, “CRA de¬ 
velopment is yet to be determined. City participation 
should be on the basis of how Main Street relates 
to CRA and increasing our tax increments. Both 
CRA and Main Street plans should fit into the en¬ 
vironment we want for Sierra Madre.” 

Mayor Bartolai stated, “Money certainly 
should go toward downtown development, but I 
don’t see it going for so-called ‘frills’ — aesthetics 
— as opposed to basic necessities.” 

Councilman Buchan said, “If something devel¬ 
ops that would greatly help the city, I would be 
in favor of using some CRA money for it.” 

Councilwoman Fowler agreed, adding, “Main 
Street is the focus of what we’re doing.” 

Councilman Maurer stated, “We need to do a 
lot with the downtown area. I would like to see Ker¬ 
sting Court developed as a focal point and I favor

first aid calls and 6 medical assists with the full de¬ 
partment responding. 

The earthquakes were responsible for 5 alarms, 
and there were 13 smoke scares. Wind and electrical 
problems called for 12 responses and 20 responses 
were for flooded buildings. 

The Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Department 
answered 23 false alarms, one bomb scare and 4 
hazardous material calls. There were 112 service 
calls and 8 mutual aid calls. 

So far as loss is concerned, the report $21,505 
lost in dwelling fires, 15,500 in apartment house 
fires. Garages equaled 8700, manufacturing 1500 
and motor vehicle 7350. Total fire loss was $54,655. 

Causes of fire? Tracy explains that there were 3 
arsons, 13 electrical, 12 negligence, 2 cigarette, 2 
children with matches, 10 food left on the stove, 
3 backfire in auto, 7 in gasoline leak in auto, 2 
natural gas leak, 5 gas appliance malfunction, 1 
spark from chimney, 1 fireworks, 2 exposure and 
2 hazardous materials.

It’s a welcome relief 
to see a play about con- 
temporary morality 
what does not have pat 
answers and still is not 
a complete downer. Every¬ 
body means well. The 
distinction between 
“informant” and “spy” 
is well made. The melo¬ 
dramatic thrill of com¬ 
peting in what the British 
used to call ‘‘The 
Great Game” is recog¬ 
nized, and the question 
of precedence of 
family loyalty over 
public good is left up in 
the air. 

As a theatrical script, 
some refining needs to be 
done, but as a thought- 
provoking beginning, 
this is one of the good 
ones. 

A generally excellent 


cast shows the play 
off: Ray Barlow top- 
notch in a tricky role as 
the expert, Donna 
Erickson as his exper¬ 
ienced and supportive 
wife, Rick Burke as a 
semi-rebellious son, Tim 
Moran as an adventurous 
one, Tammara Souza 
as his intelligent, aware 
and dubious daughter, 
and Paul Givertzman as 
her psychophantic 
husband. James Cash 
makes a smooth French 
diplomat and Rose Ma- 
lek-Yonan, Dorris Mar- 
tinez-Hollander and 
Rick Allen are good in 
minor roles. Donna 
Lackey has a funny 
scene as a Washington 
gossip.

effect of the new bond issue. Nor does it address 
the effect of the $240,000 per year payments for 
which the new bonds have obligated the water 
department for the next 30 years. 

Another large subsidy is over $407,000 for 
sanitary sewer maintenance, which includes even¬ 
tual replacement of the system/plant and its utility 
portion of street repair and replacement. The 
recommended increase would amount to $151.01 
per “customer” annually and it suggests phasing 
in of the increase to reach 100% in 1991. 

Still another substantial property tax subsidy, 
almost $102,000, is for refuse collection and dis¬ 
posal. This takes into account over $92,000 in 
costs of street replacement due to wear and tear by 
the utility. 

The 12 services listed in this category showed 
subsidies totaling over $1 million, of which $854,700 
was suggested as recoverable through increased 
charges. 

The largest subsidies listed under administrative 
and finance services were over $7300 for main¬ 
tenance and operation of the Senior Center and 
Recreation Center. 

The total property tax subsidies listed in this 
category amounted to over $8900, of which $2900 
was suggested as recoverable through increased 
charges. 

The total for the 102 services listed in the six 


dillerent categories was over $2.4 million and of 
this, the report lists $1,457,900 as recoverable 
through increased fees and charges. 

The report gives the opinion that the recom¬ 
mended increases would provide for majrrr street 
replacement, improved programs, greater equity 
between tax payers and fee payers and more fair¬ 
ness between property-related and non-property-re- 
lated services. 

It also states that it would free the city from 
dependence on the whims of state and federal 
legislators and agencies. 

Further, it says, it would provide the financial 
flexibility to finance a major parks improvement 
and expansion program and preserve more property 
taxes for fire, police, parks and library purposes. 

1 he report takes the view that the majority 
of the citizens will see that Prop. 13 has severely 
limited general tax revenue and agree with the 
necessity of raising fees to match costs wherever 
possible. 

Whether or not readers agree, they should cer¬ 
tainly let the city council know how they feel 
about the proposals. 

Lists of the 102 services, current revenues, 
costs, subsidies and proposed increases in fees and 
charges may be reviewed at the city hall.
